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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Mr. Alan 
Krubiner agreed to delete functional groups "an ester" and "an epoxide" from claims 1 and 14, lines 4-5 to overcome 
the art rejection stated in paragraph 2 of the Office Action mailed October 17, 2005. Morra et al's 
"methacryloxypropyltrimethoxy silane" has an ester group and silane having an epoxide group is disclosed in "Silane 
Coupling Agents", E, P. Plueddemann, Plenum Press, New York, 1982. Mr. Krubiner also agreed to file required 
supplimental re-issue declaration. 
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
